CONTEXT.—Our last
chapter, The eght Intervenlng ehop-
tere treat David's sin with Bath-shota,
the murder of Urlah, the preachlng of
bavid; the death of his ehlld, the birth
of Bolomon, the subjugation of the Amo-
nites the sin and murder of Ammor, the
fllght of Abszalom to Geshur, hls moth-
er's home, his  return  to  Jeru a dm
through the Intercesson of Joab, and
Ile reconeilintion with David. The eviis
of the polygamus system were heginning
to appear in the household of Dlavd,
who, as mentioned had followed the cue-
tom of Eastern IKings, In violat.on of Lhe
tnw of naturs and of God. (Gen [1:15).
Prom thie timo forward he reaped o just
retribution in the rivalrles and Jealousies
of numerous wives and thelr sons, (Gul
viiT), It waa apparent that in a fow
years the throne would bo vacant. Many
asplranis, forgetful of all propricty, weie
plotting for tho sucoosslon and Jerusalem
was (lied with factious whosa movements
caused Lhe King much unrost,

PHEPARATION.—The first son of Da-
vid, Amman, was dead (11 Bam., x1l1:25:209)
and Chillah also, inazmuch as he was
never mentloned, s the second aon, hAd
rrobably deceased. This made Absalom,
gon, helr to the throne. Fis
mother was Mancah, tha daughter of
Talmal, the King of Geghur, a Byrian dle-
triet Iy¥ing on tha northeast of tho Hoiy
Tand, (I Bam. |11:5). While a fugltive
at his father-'n-law’s eourt (I1 Bam.
<1:35) he may have conceived the pur-
poses which afterward dominated him, or
he may hawve feared that unless early
and  declelve measures  wera adopted
Bath-Bheba’s son might supplant him.
He theretore prepared whila his fat'er
was Jlv'ng to galn regal powers. AB =OOD
as David had been reconclled (xivi3d), he
gat promptly o work., His first act was
tn socurs charlots and horaes, contrary
to the law (Deut. xvill;16), but no ane
know that' he had aav purie 5@
contrary to his father's wil,  Neal lie
engaged [ty men to ruw befora him its
an advanced guard. This invested Lim
with dlgnity, constituting him a mii-
tary officer entitling nlm ta resject.

JUDGEMENT.—Having thus a plate In
the government Absales soupht opp.r=
tunlty for the exercise of authority, Had
there been war he might heve distinugnish=
ed himself In battle, liut 23 it waz a
time of peace he was compelled to enter
Into the ordinary affales of i+ The
adminletration of justice was [oosely con-
ducted. David had given itiention to for=
elgn wars and neglected domustl: inter.
ests. As a result many canie With com-
plaints and found no .one to hear thent.
And mo '*Absalom stood beslde the way
of the gate,” whare all manner of df-
frrences were adjusted (Ex. xvill:16) the
court-room of those times and gave an
attentive ear to all who came. It was
a valuable service which he rendared, up-
proclated by the people with whoin he
cams In  contact, becauss he wis fhe
King's son, It was a service thut might
have been rendared with & pralesworthy
motive, deserving the thanks of hla [ath-
or, But below every other congldorizion
was the sinlster desire for the thna

INTRIGUE.—Abaalom did not stand In
the gata to judge men. He had no right
to do that. The King had not deputed
uim to sach business. He was there to
win the dis=atisfactlon, those who came
for justice and found It not. His method
was adrolt. (Verses 3 and 4) He [lrst
took sides with the complalnant. After
hearing, he pronounced the cause Just.
(Psalm xll., 2.) That wo= calculated to
galn frlendships. Next he declared that
there was no one apthorized to sit on
the cass, the same 8s to say that the
department of Justice wae a fallure,
probably mot far from the truth. ‘That
assertlon was deslgned to awaken corl-
tielsm upon Davld. Then came the
third point for which the ather two pre-
pared the way, an earnest deslre that
he might be made judge. (Prov, xxv.
f-7.) and & promise that he would do
the honorable thing by each complain-
ant, By these secret artifices, felgning
to be the friend to the unfortunate, Ab-
salom Intrigued day after day In the
public places dedlcated to the rights of
men, seeking to bring the government of
his father [nto contempt and to elevate
himself as the disinterested benefaclor,
walting and anxlous to serve the people.

HYPOCRISY.—He who would gain a
following among men must convince
them of his regard. Wniversal human-
ity Is eg Intent on personal galn as never
to trust one who does not with unselflsh
surrender become a  servant. It was
therefore necessary for Absalom to o
more than pronounce a cause just, re-
gret that there was no ona to Judee It
and offer himself as willing to ndjust
the gricvapce. He must exhibit the dis-
position of his heart. That he did with
consumnte skill. WWhen any one ap-
pronched to do reverence to hlm, heo put
forth W hand -and klesed the person.
Ha knew what grace It puts upon the
great to be oourteous and condescend-
ing, and how much It wins the common
people. (Pealm %, 9.) Absalom wum a
typleal office-sesker, and his kind has
besn produced In this country in great
numbers, Iis hypoerisy was successful.
o stole the hearts of the men of Israel,
just as now n Acliemer has been pre-
forred to another of greater worth,
({Rom. xvl, 1B.)

DECEIT.—At last the tims camo for
Absalom to take the declded step for the
throna of his father. The charlots, the
forerunners, the admirers and followeras
galned in the gats wers only prellminary,
e resplved to ratire to Hebron and
there he declared king, It s impossible
to state why he selected that elty, Bome
think that Judah had become measurably
diszalisfled  with David because they
wera merged and overlooked In the lurge
emplre e had established. Others think
that Ahsalom had gaiped the most fol-
lowers In that tribe, or thot he resolved
tn bogin where his father dld, (11, Bam,
I, 11.) Whataver his motlve, he ro-
gorted to & trick ln Its executlon, - He
plended with David that while abzent In
(teshur he had vowed to serve the Lord
it parmiited to return to Jerusalem, and
now psked to go to Hebron for that
purpode, Ostepslbly he put forth o re-
liglous errand, while actually he pros
posed rebellion, Tla knew that David
would do as he did, send him away with
a hlessing,

ALLIES,—Before  leaving  Jerusalem
Iebron Absalom look measures (o
secure popular support when he should
ha Invested with  kingly prerogative
Briled or meesengers were sent into all
the {ribes, that the entlre Isrnelltish
natlon might be made awars at one and
the eame time of what was pbout (o
transpire, It is probable that these mee.
sengers went to those who, by [flntter-
ing word oand obsequlous kiss, had been
made friends of the young man, An
agreed slgnal, the sound of the trumpet,
should proclalm to them that Absalom
yelgned,  These arrangemsnis perfecied,
Abealom pet out for Hebron, as Davld
supposed, to worship God, followed by
two hundred men who did not know thes
veal mission. (Prov. xvl, 16) The plot
woe well lald, It wae expected that all
euspielon would be remopved from ths
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minds of the king
when
elly,

wnd his  counselors
the procession moved out of the
nnd that when, shortly after, thb
trumypets  gounded, thera  would "he ' n
general  upriging  of the  people, who
would rally about the new king.
COUNSBEL~Up o thiz point thers is
no aveldenca that Absalom did not plan
hia own movements lle spomed to con-
sder himeell sufllcloently wise o detar-
mina tho best method of pceomplishing
his purpose. But now that ha s out on
the uncertain beginninga of an ambitlos
carear, not knowing what the result may
be, he sonds for Ahithophel. the counselor
of David, (Pealm XLI1, 0. This man wae
chosen, partly becauss he was es ecmod
vary wise, nnd partly hecause, through
some misunderstanding, He had been dis-
migsed from public sepvies, (Micenh, VII,
6). Whila performing his pretended sor-
vieer al Hebron Alsalom  sent  for
Ahlthophel to make him the tool In lie
nefarious undertakings. Thereafter the
econsupiracy was strong, Many people h at-
ened from varlous parta, led by econsldari-
tlong of personal proflt in the maln, and
the adherents lo the new king rapldly
Increared In numbers, Thus while David
ruled (n Jerusalem hls eon was estab-
lHahing a rival government o fow miles
dlstant,
 CONCLUBION.—Thls pasange {s chlefly
Instructive to sons and fathers. Hern |8
an exhibitlon of unprincipled ambition.
The outcome will appear next week, But
no ona can view with approval the mn-
tkves and conduct of Abealom, whatever
the result, Standing In the gate, with ob-
serquions kiss and flatiering words, e n-
sldering the government and commending
hlmself, departing lo a distant place with
professlons of loyalty to God, vet send-
ing ont sples to proclalm him king, wor-
shipping in HHebron, vet eecking the coun-
el of one who, known for hig cunning,
had been thrust oul of public confidence.
Absolem {= a pattern of decelt and fravud.
On the other hand what shall be ] 6f 8
man who ralges such a son. (Frov. XXI{L,
6). Dayid could fight battles and bulld an
empire. He colild write hymns and estah-
lish publie worship. He coold gather
treasures and enrlch a natlon. With the
excoptlon of one traneaction he. eould
prove himself a saint.
